Death of M 


ajor Gant on His 100th 

‘Birthday 

By the death of Major Johp Castle 
Gant, at the age of 100, Dngland has 
lost its oldest volunteer. He caught 
a chill on his birthday and died at his 
picturesque residence, Willowhyrst, 
Chiddingly, Sussex. He joined the 
volunteers at the age of forty-three, 
when fears of a French invasion re 
sulted in the formation of the force, 
and he claimed to have provided the 


humorists of the day with much ma- | 


terial for. pictorial satire. He was a 
great friend of Mr. T. Delane, the 
famous editor of The Times. 

Born at Herne (Kent), he was the 
son of. Lieut.Colonel John Castle 
Gant, formerly Deputy*Governor of 
the Tower of London. He was edu- 
cated for the army, but left it for 
the law, and became one of the best 
known solicitors in the City. 

He served as a special constable 
during the Chartist riots.. To tem-
